Indian tom-toms will beat out a 
Welcome message from the lodges 
of the Stonys to thousands of visi- 
tors at the annual Indian Days 
celebration which will be held at 
Banff July 19 to July 22, inclusive. 

For the 62nd consecutive year the 
Stonys, noted hunters of the moun. 
tain area, will leave their reserva: 
tion 40 miles east of Banff for the 
overland trek to the mountain re- 
sort, and for four days they will 
entertain the visitors with displays 
of horsemanship, parades, cowboy 
contests and horse races, 

In the evenings, the Indians will 
present native concerts in the spe- 
cial outdoor auditorium at the Banif 
Springs Hotel. Dressed in their 
native beaded and buckskin outfits, 
men, women and children will take 
part in the program, They will 
sing their tribal songs, present their 
tribal dances, and as a grand wind- 
up every evening, they will invite 
their white friends to participate 
with them in the Owl Dance, 

A lot of water has cascaded over 
Bow Falls since Bearpaw led his 
Stonys into Banit for the first In- 
dian Days celebration back in 1889. 
| Banff was but a hamlet then, and 
Calgarians who attended the unique 
jevent travelled from Calgary by

Jewellery of AL rapidly becoming a “must” during 
THE DIDSBURY the Canadian holiday season. 


The Stampede and Rodeo contests 
Which are one of the features of 
the celebration, are held in the 
Buffalo Park, a mile east of the 
centre of the town. Here an Indian 
village blossoms almost over night. 
The Stonys bring out their best 
ceremonial teepees and they are set 
in a long line across the main 
“street” of the village. A special 
section of the camp 4s set aside for 
visiting Indians, Sarcees from Cal- 
gary, Blackfoot from Gleichen, nor- 
thern Stonys from Nordegg, Bloods 
from Cardston and Crees from Hob- 
bema, 

When all the visitors have been 
welcomed, more than 100 teepees 
will have been erected in the vil- 
lage, and this colorful sight attracts 
scores of amateur photographers 
who visit the camp at all hours 
looking for “shots” that are differ- 
ent. 

The program opens Thursday 
morning, July 19 with a full-dress 
parade from the camp grounds to) 
the courtyard of the Banif Springs 
Hotel, Enroute to the hotel the In- | 
dians stop at the bridge where their 
beaded and buckskin costumes are 
judged. The prizes are presented , 
after they have passed in review | 
through the hotel courtyard. 

The Indians then return to the | 
camp for the afternoon program of | 
championship cowboy contests, No 
one but Indians are allowed to 
compete, and all gate receipts re- 
ceived at both sports and concerts | 
are channelled back to the Indians | 
who take part in the event, In ad- | 
dition, and Indian families on the| 
grounds are supplied with “rations” 
free of charge. | 

In the evenings, the Indians re-| 
turn to the concert grounds just 
east of the hotel, where a number | 
of ceremonial teepees are erected 
to form a fitting background for) 
the tribal concerts held nightly. 

Here the best singers and dancers | 
of the three bands of Stonys, Chin- 
iquays, Bearpaws and Wesleys take 
part in the program, ‘They sing 
their tribal songs in their native | 
tongue, There are vocal solos and 
choruses, When the drums beat out 
the war dance, even the oldest 
members of the tribe join in, 

When the Prairie Chicken dance 
is called, it is the young bucks} 
who come forward, dressed to imi 
tate prairie chicken and their clever 
gyrations never fail to bring loud 
| applause from the audience. 

Regular programs will be held 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 
both afternoon and evening. Sun- 
day is given over to the Indian idea 
of fun and sport, There are teepee 
pitching contests, tug-of-war on 
horseback, bow and arrow contests, 
an Indian version of “musical 
chairs" on horseback and many
